widow and Hie othed enclosed in a long 
pasteboard box from Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Mrs. Reed’s offering was a large 
wreath of violets, 
American 
beauty 
roses and orchids sprinkled with lilies 
of the valley, while in the box which 
came from the White House were an 
a s s o rtm e n t of white and pink roses 
with maiden balr ferns loosely thrown 
together for use on the casket when 
the interment is made. 
During the entire day there was a 
stream of sympathetic callers at the 
Arlington hotel, where the body of Mr 
Reed lay awaiting removal to the rail­ 
road station. They included President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, members of the 
cabinet and the senate and house of 
r e p r e s e n ta tiv e s and of the diplomatic 
corps. 
Many persons in private life 
also called. 
Neither Mrs. Reed nor 
her daughter saw any of the visitors, 
who simply left their cards. 
It was 
not generally known that the body of 
the deceased would be taken from the 
city Sunday and President Roosevelt 
had Invited Mrs. Reed and hor daugh­ 
ter to be his guests at the white house 
pending its removal, which invitation
